Give Up Hope of Saving 
Emperor's Life. 


FEVER ADDS TO DANGER 


Heir to Throne, Victim of Chicken- 
pox, Unable to Be at Bedside 
with Rest of Family. 


CAREER OF MUTSUHITO NOTABLE 


TOKIO, July 21, 7:30 a. m.—The condition 
of the emperor of Japan, who has been crit- 
ically ilb since Friday, shows some improve- 
ment this morning, but it is feared he cannot 
recover. He was able to take a little nour- 
ishment during the night. His temperature 
at midnight was 102.2. 

Physicians in charge practically have given 
up hope and the members of the Japanese 
cabinet and the princes of the imperial! family 
are at the palace. 

It was learned from the imperial residence 
that his majesty is semi-conscious. 

The change for the worse came suddenly 
Friday evening. In the midst of a conver- 

n with the empress the emperor suffered 
a den collapse and the court doctors were 
summoned. The empress remained at her 
husband's bedside through that night and her 
vigil was shared by a number of the court 
ladies. 

The court physicians dlagnosed the case of 
the €mperor as acute nephritis, The doctors 
ai the consultation were Cenkyo Oka, Tane- 
michi Aoyama, and Kinnosuke Miura. 


Bulletin Describes Illness. 

A bulletin has been issued from the palace 
as foliows: 

“The emperor has been suffering from 
diabetes since 1904. This developed into 
chronic kidney trouble in 1906. Sinee July 
14, his majesty has been suffering from in- 
testinal trouble. Great drowsiness followed 
the early attacks, this symptom increasing 
rapidiy. On July 18 his majesty became un- 
conscious and his brain was affected. On 
the evening of the 19th the fever suddenly 
increased, showing a temperature of 104.7. 
The pulse rate was 104 and the respiration

Weather Against Recovery. 

The weather is hot, the thermometer regis- 
tering 90 degrees in the shace. His majesty’s 
bed has been moved to a sitting room in the 
palace.

Prince Yoshihito, heir tq the throne, has 
not yet been able to go to his father. His 
wife is acting on behalf of her husband, and 
continually communicates with him by tele- 
phone,, giving him the latest news from the 
ctck bed. The crown prince is ill in bed from 
a slight attack of chicken pox. , 


Whole City Is Silent. 

The city of Tokio is silent. All theatrical 

productions and the playing of music has 
been stopped. Special religious services are 
being held in the Buddhist temples in this 
city and Kioto, as well as in other large 
centers, for his majesty’srecovery. Services 
are being held a!so in the Russian cathedral 
here. . 
The present situation is without precedent 
in the history of the new Japan. The news 
of his majesty’s illness came as an absolute 
surprise and its unlooked for announcement 
resulted’ in the quick collapse of prices on 
the local stock exchange. 

The return to Tokio of Prince Katsura, the 
former premier, who left some days ago ona 
mission to Europe, !s expected. The prince 
was among the first to be officially potified 
by telegraph of the emperor's illness. 


SKETCH OF MUTSUHITO’S CAREER. 

Mutsuhito, the one hundred and twenty- 
first emperor of Japan, was born at Kioto 
on Nov. 3, 1852, the second son of the late 
Emperor Komei, upon whose death, in 1867, 
he succeeded to the throne. He was crowned 
at Kioto on Oct. 12, 1868. Eleven days later 
he chose the name of Meiji to designate the 
era of his reign. He married on Feb. 9, 1869, 
the third daughter of Ichijo Tadaka, a noble 
of the firstrank. His wife was born in 1850. 
She is known as her imperial majesty Ha- 
ruko. 

The heir apparent is Yoshihito, the third, 
son of Mutsuhito, who was born on Aug. 31, 
1879. He was nominated heir apparent in 
1887 and proclaimed crown prince in 1888. 
Prince Yosnihito has served in the army and 
navy of his country, and in 19098 became both 
a lieutenant general and a* vice admiral, 
On May 10. 1900, he married Princess Sabako, 
fourth daughter of Prince Kujo Michitaka. 

The erown prince has three sons, the 
youngest of whom was born in 1905. 


‘Never Sought Publicity. 

While the emperor of Japan has been the 
ruler of his country for the last forty-three 
years, a period during which the empire has 
made remarkable industrial and political 
progress, he has lived a life of comparative 
seclusion, and has rarely appeared in the 
conduct of affairs of state. He has worked 
through hig ministers and advisers. The War 
with Rnssia and its successful outcome was 
one of the notable events of his reign. 

One attempt against the life of his majesty 
has been reported. This was in 1911. It was 
charged that the men concerned in the plot 
were Socialists, but later it was shown that 
they were anarchists, Twelve of the con- 
victed conspirators were. executed and a 
number of others were sentenced to impris- 
onment for a term of years. 

Prominent Americans visiting Japan of re- 
cent years have been received by the em- 
peror in audience at his palace. Emperor 
Mutsuhito caused to be sent to this country 
recently a large consignment of Japanese 
cherry trees. They were planted in River- 
side park, New York City.

Asserts Death in Hotel 
Was Accident. 


SHOOTS TWO AND SELF. 


New York. July 20.—George R. Harkness, 
a wealthy real estate dealer of Sea Cliff, 
L. J.. was arrested, charged with having 
shot and killed Mrs. Florence Hopp of Lewis- 
burg, Pa., at the Hotel York last night. Mrs. 
Hopp, who was 25 years old, had been in 
Harkness’ company for several days, it is 
alleged. 

Harkness asserted the killing was acci- 
dental, occurring while Mrs. Hopp was ex- 
amining a revolver he had recently pur- 


chased. 

The police learned of the shooting when 
Harkness walked up to a patrolman near 
the hotel and said: 

‘I've just accidentally shot my wife. 
Would you mind walking over and takinga 
look at the situation? She isin our room at 
the hotel yonder.”’ 


Admits She Was Not Wife. 

When arraigned at the police station, Hark- 
ness admitted the woman was not his wife. 

‘She is an old boyhood friend of mine,” 
he said, “and has been in the city only a 
few days. She expected to return to Lewis- 
burg on an early train today, and we had 
been consulting a time table when the acci- 
dent with the revolver occurred., 

Harkness was later taken before a coroner 
and charged with homicide. To the coroner 
he repeated the version of the shooting of 
M:s. Hopp which he had related to the police 
earlier. He insisted that the revolver was 
d.scharged accidentally, but he could not 
explain, he said, how the woman received 
bruises on the chin.. He was remanded for 
further examination on Monday. 


Woman Recently Divorced. 

Lewisburg, Pa., July 20.—Mrs. Florence 
Hopp parted from ‘her husband here six 
years ago, little having been revealed of 
the estrangement of the couple. Soon after- 
ward her husband left this city and has not 
been heard of since. Mrs. Hopp obtained a 
divorce. 

Mrs. Hopp made her home here, but fre- 
quently left, saying she was employed asa 
clerk in a store in Philadelphia. She re- 
turned to her home here last week on a 
short visit and left, but did not say where 
she was going.

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DEPORTATION TO BE FATE OF 
FIVE SHIPWRECKED JAPANESE. 


Victims Land Near San Diego, Cal., 
After Three Months’ Drifting About 
Pacific Ocean. 


San Diego, Cal., July 20.—Deportation will 
be the fate of five shipwrecked Japanese 
captured by immigration inspectors yes- 
terday ten miles east of Encinitas, on the 
road to Escondido. 

For more than three months, according to 
the story of the orientals, they were at 
sea in a fifty foot three masted Japanese 
junk, unable to head back against contrary 
winds and compelled to drift. They sailed 
over‘a course estimated to be at least 7,000 
miles. 

According to their story, the five men 
aboard their fishing junk Sumi Yoshi Maru 
{Good Luck boat] cleared from Yokohoma 
last May for Kakodate, 500 miles north. A 
typhoon drove the junk 1,000 miles to the 
south. The boat was badly damaged and 
unmanageable, alternately drifted and salled 
for more than 38,000 miles. | 

They passed almost within sight of Hono- 
lulu, but could not steer their craft to that 
port. They set signals of distress, but the 
wind carried them south for another hundred 
miles, and then continued their aimless 
course. 

More than a month ago they came in sight 
of the Galapagos islands, when north winds 
carried them up the coast, nearly always 
within sight of land, until finally the boat 
went ashore south of here. /

$19,000,000 Advance in Loop. 

The valuation of the business heart of Chi-’ 
cago hgs increased more than $19,000,000, 
according to the assessors’ figures. This 
refers merely to the real estate valuation. 
} The district bounded on the north bythe 
river, the south by Twelfth street, the east 
by the lake, and the west by the river is re- 
ferred to. The assessors consider this dis- 
trict arfswerable as “ the loop.’’ They make 
no tabulation on the district bounded by the 
loop structure itself. 

The “figures for this business heart, com- 
puted by the board of assessors for 1912, give 
it a realty valuation of $557,995,058. . The 
valuation for this district was determined 
by the board of review for 1912 as $528,208,- 
301, the increased difference being $19,786, 752. 


Reason for Realty Gain. 

Gains in realty values are due entirely to 
imppovements, as the ground valuation is 
fixed every four years, and last year was the 
quadrennial year. This year's heavy ad- 
vance is especially remarkable, because 1911 
was a quadrennial year, when values virtu- 
ally were automatically boosted. 

‘Even then the loop figures are more than 
$10.000,000 too low, because our returns 
came in before April 1 and at that time a 
number of skyscrapers were not technically 
compieted,” Charles Krutckoff, chief clerk 
of the board of assessors, explained. 

‘Among the new buildings that really can 
be called 1912 improvements are the Otis, at 
Madison and La Salle; Mandel’s new addi- 
tion, the big, block for A. M. Rothschild & 
Co., the addition for the Boston store, and 
new homes for The Hub and Charles A. 
Stevens & Bros.”’ . 


Raise Value to $568,000,000. 

Based om Mr. Krutckoff's estimate of the 
cost of new buildings not yet complete, the 
value of realty in the loop is raised to about 
$568,000,000, with a gain over: last year of 
29, 000 000, 

These unusual advances are, in spite of de- 
struction by fire and depreciation by age. 
The values, too, while they stand as full 
and genuine on the assesssor’s books. are 
shaded in favor of owners. It was eaid by 
Mr. Krutckoff that the assessors obtained 
their figures on new buildings from the per- 
mit office, where the estimates avérage about 
65 per cent of the real value. 


Shows Changes in Valuations, 

Paul P. Weidel, assistant chief clerk in the 
board of assessors, completed the figures 
late yesterday afternoon. Mr. Weldel 
checked off a mumber of the big business 
properties in the loop, showing the changes 
in the valuations over the previous assess- 
ment. 

The new People’s Gas. building, at Adams 
street and Michigan boulevard, for instance, 
is given an assessed valuation this year of 
$1,974,817. This is a slight increase over the 
revised valuation of the board of review for 
1911, which put a taxed valuation on the prop- 
erty of $1,931,108. The actual value of the 
land covered by the building is given at 
$1,862,727 and of the building $4,061,724. 


Insurance Exchange Building. 

The new Insurance Exchange building on 
Jackson boulevard and Sherman street is 
given an assessed valuation of $1,933,386, 
Last year the boaord of review's figures set 
the vafuation of this structure at $603,000, as 
the structure was in the course of completion.

that they had brought along their autographs 
in @ little book to remnd him some day that 
the Democratic majority of the house han 
closed up office and traveled down to Seagirt 
to get acquainted with the next president. 
Would he please take it? 

The governor was quite confused for a mo- 
ment and started to speak. The words died 
away before they reached his lips, repressed 
by the volume of a hearty cheer. Presently 
the noise ceased and the governor told them 
that he would treasure the book as greatly 
as he had welcomed their coming, and hoped 
it was just the beginning of a long ecquaint- 
ance.

Text of the Platform. 

Following is the text of the platform as 
adopted by the convention: 

* We denounce the.crime against popular 
government perpetrated at Chicago in the 
national Republican convention. We repu- 
diate the action of that convention, made up 
in part of fradulently seated :delegates, and 
declare that the fraud there perpetrated 
strikes a blow at the foundations of the Re- 
public, which can only survive through free 
and untrammeled popular government. We 
declare the action thus consummated is not 
binding upon any citizen. . 

* The situation thus produced makes it im- 
perative that proper steps be taken to give 
to the people the opportunity to express their 
will in the selection of a president. out of 
which they were cheated by the successful 
fraud practiced by a repudiated national 
committee at Chicago at the behest of the 
speciai interests. 


Opposes Interests’ Power. 

“The constant effort of crooked business, 
in unholy aliiance with crooked bosses. to 
usurp the powers of government, through 
control of party machinery, constitutes the 
greatest menace toreal popularrule. There- 
fore we dedicate our efforts to the main- 
tenance and perpetuation of those principles 
of social: and industrial justice and equality 
upon Which the republic was founded. 

‘We are especially concerned {[n the elec- 
tion of a progressive delegation to the sen- 
ate and house of representatives, and we re- 
pudiate as unworthy of the confidence of

New York, July 20.—The speech Col. Roote- 
velt will deliver in Chicago on the first day 
of the National Progressive convention is ex- 
pected to contain a number of surprises.

In the past, he said, he had been obliged 
to considér not only his own views but thp 
position of the party of which he was a mem- 
ber.

While he will offer specific measures, he 
said, he would make no promises which could 
not be carried out, and would say nothing he 
would have to repudiate if hé were elected 
president.

No Boss Rulership. 

How to form a new party without appear- 
ing to be a boss In doing it is one of the hard- 
est problems Col. Roosevelt is facing, with 
the progressive convention only a fortnight 
away. 

The colone! was asked what arrangemerts 
had been made for the convention in the 
way of the usual machinery for such assem-~- 
blages, and ¢aid he did not know much about 
it.

NO ASSISTANCE BY BELMONT 


Neither Corporations Nor . Con- 
tributors to the Fund. 


Washington, D. C., July 00—Herman Rid- 
der, treasurer of the Democratic national 
commitiee in 1908, appeared today before 
the senate committee inyestigating cam- 
paign expenditures and produced official re- 
ports of the committee's receipts and expen- 
ditures which he had filed ‘with the secretary 
of state of New York in 1908. 

These showed the total receipts were $620, - 
644 and the total expencitures were $619,410.

Mr. Belmont recently told the commit:ee 
he contributed about $250,000 to the Demo- 
cratic national committee in 1904. 

Did Thomas F. Ryan contribute in 1908?”

“Might they have contributed 
some one else?’

Fear Admissions by Root. 


The story of the New York senator's com-« 


ment on the Texas contest has alarmed the 
friends of President Taft, who are preparing 
to present to the country an elaborate de- 
fense of the manner in which the Chicago 
nomination was effected. 

Senator Root is scheduled to make a speech 
in the senate upholding the validity of the 
president's title to the nomination, and nota 
little apprehension is felt as to the admis- 
sions which the senator may make in regard 
to the cdhitests. : 

The Roosevelt delegates from Texas were 
numbered among the seventy-two which it 
was charged the national committee and sub- 
sequently the credentials committee and the 
convention excluded in order to insure the 
nomination of Taft. 

The Texas case was regarded by the Roose- 
velt men as one of the most flagrant examples 
of the ruthless operation of the steam roller. 
It was fought on the floor of the convention 
and one of the Taft orators on this case ad- 
mitted that the exclusion of the Roosevelt 
delegates was unjust. - 


: Different Story to Tell. 

Had the Roosevelt delegates from Texas 
been seated the story of the convention 
probably would have been different. The 
Roosevelt men would have gained control of 
the convention and the colonel in all prob- 
ability would have been nominated in ac- 
cordance with the primary instructions of the 
overwhelming majority of Republican states. 

It is conceded therefore if Senator Root ad- 
mits the Rooseveit delegates from Texas 
were excluded wrongfully he virtually admits 
that the nomination of Taft was effected by 
fraudulent means. That is the point which 
is worrying the friends of the president.

BUREAUCRACY A DANGER 


Existence of Self-Created Offi- 
cialdom Will Displease 
the Filipinos.

NIKKO MARU, March 1.—An ‘“ad"’ 
for a certain Manila hotel speaks of Bagio 
as the * summer capital where ‘ officialdom ’ 
and the ‘smart set’ go to avoid the hot 
season. 

A small] thing, you will say, but if anything 
wil) ruin the peace of mind of the Philippine 
islands it is the existence of a self-created 
“ officialdom"’ and a) ‘‘smart get.” ‘“ Offi- 
ciaidom "’ and *‘ smart set’ are simply other 
names for *‘ bufeaucracy ”’ and “ aristocra- 
cy,” and More counitries have been ruined by 
bureaucracies and aristocracies than by an- 
archy, for they breedanarchy. Congress will 
do well to look into the growth of Bagio care- 
fully. Our work in the islands has been too 
good, and has cost too much blood, to be 
ruined by a smart set or officialdom. 

We have no easy position in the islands. 
We are watched by the whole civilized world, 
ready to cavil with us, find flaws in our ar- 
mor; we are mistrusted by a certain class of 
Filipinos, who not unnaturally question our 
altruistic motives. We have to deal with 
other hundreds of thousands who, knowing 
little or no restraint except tribal law, could 
be turned into good ‘‘ American Indians’"’ 
unless great care and consideration be taken. 
They must not be hustled. They are not do- 
mesticated, but wild men. They must be 
domesticated before they can be civilized. 


Problem of the Islands. 

The ablest presentation I have see of the 
nature of our position and the problem which 
confronts us in the islands js ina recent issue 
of the Cable-News American. As it repre- 
sents the editorial view of a writer of the 
ruling race in the fslands, part of it is worth 
reproducing.

French Candies. 

I made up a lot of French candy for a 
school sale. I had never made any before, 
but I took this recipe and had no trouble in 
making delicious, attractive looking’ candies 
which sold readily. 

Dissolve one-half teaspoonful of cream of 
tartar in one cupful of water, and then add 
the water to four cupfuls of granulated sugar. 
Let the mixture boil ten minutes without 
stirring, keeping the sides of the pan free 
from grains of sugar by wiping with a wet 
cloth. Test the boiled sirup by letting some 
drop from the spoon. If it forms a thread 
remove the pan to the table. Then try a 
few drops in a cup of water and if a soft 
ball ie found that can be picked up by the 
fingere it is probably of thé right consistency. 
If not, let it boil a little longer. 

Pour the thick sirup into the bowl, being 
careful not to stir it, and let it become cool 
enough that you can bear your finger in it. 


Now the sirup may be beaten or stirred until 
it becomes a thick, creamy mass, when it is 
ready to be kneaded like dough. Dust a bread 
board, or, better still a marble slab, with 
powdered sugar. Turn out the candy mass 
and knead and work it until it is of the con- 
sistency of putty. 

It may be covered with a damp cloth, while 
portions of it are being formed into different 
kinds of candy like the folowing: 

To make chocolate creams, flavor a small 
portion with a few drops of vanilla. Form 
into round balls and let thém stand while you 
prepare the chocolate. Melt unsweetened 
chocolate in a teacup by standing it In a 
vessel of bolling water. With a long, slender 
stick dip each candy ballin chocolate until 
well covered, then set on waxed paper to dry. 
A few drops of olive oil added to thechocolafe 
gives a pretty gloss. 

Into another portion of the fondant work 
shredded cocoanut, form into balle and you 
have cocoanut bonbone. 

Into another portion work a few drops of 
red fruit coloring and add a few drops of 
rosewater for rose bonbons. 

Presg English wamut meats into some: of 
the little balls for walnut creams, 

Form little rolls of the fondant and wrap 
around them Gates or figs, for date or fig 
creams. 

. Put pecan nut meats in other balls for 
pecan creams. 

Gently reheat a smal portion of fondant 
until it will run sHghtly, flavor with pepper- 


mint and drop by spoonfuls on waxed paper

This is no jest. It is a, bona 
fide application. It was made 
to Miss Mary McDowell, head of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago settlement, “ back of the 
yards,” the other day. 

The applicant is a woman of 76. She is 
white haired, trim, and neat, loves children, 
home. A ‘generation ago this 
woman, who is now seeking the job of a 
grandmother, being unable to do anything 
else for a living, was well known in one of 
Chicago's suburbs. She had friends and was 
prominent in the church circles of the. sub- 
urb. Many of the old timers theré still re- 
member her and often wonder what became 
of her. If her name were mentioned a score 
or two of prominent families would extend 
their hospitality to the woman, would willing- 
ly make her a grandmother to their children 
and keep her in comfort for the rest of her 
days. 

It is because of that fact, because she is 
so well known, that the woman would not 
have her name mentioned. She does not 
want pity and sympathy from her former 
friends, from people she was wont to invite 
to her house. She wants a job at the work 
she is best fitted for—playing with children, 
telling them stories, acting as a grandmother 
in a family that is in need of a grandmother.

Burden of Aged as Old as Man. 

All of which is a prelude te the real story 
—the story of the woman between 60 and 80 
who has lived to see her “loved ones blotted 
from life’s page,” who is alone in the world 
and is useless and unknown to the active 


and ‘wants a 


young generation. | 

The burden of the aged is as old as the 
human trace. Centuries "before Christ the 
singer of Judah appealed: /‘ Cast me not 
off in the time—of old age; forsake me not 
And. .a Roman 
philosopher resigned himself to the hopeless 
conclusion that “old age is an incurable dis- 
In our own times Josef Israels, the 
great Dutch painter, found in the figure of 
an old woman, “Alone in the World,” the 
subject for a masterpiece. But nowhere 
does the burden of old age rest heavier 
upon a hoary head and bent shoulders than 
in the modern city. Amd it rests harder on 
the woman than on the man. 

Chicago alone has at least 1,000 old wom- 
en, in’ the opinion of charity and social 
workers, who have outlived all their near 
and dear ones and now, deprived of all 
sources of help and income, must become 


Wage earners. 
* 


Care of Children Their Specialty. 
As it would be absutd for them to try to 
compete with younger men and women in 


’ accredited trades and professions, these old 


women turn to -the family hearth in search. 
of work and a living. They seek the work 
which the grandmother was wont to do. 
They seek to take care of children, to act as 
grandmothers in families having 20 real 
grandmothers. 7 

But are there not homes for the aged for 
these women to go to? 

Yes; ‘there are. But to get to one of these 
the gray headed matrons must turn wage 
earners first. Most of the homes for the 


“aged require an.entrance fee of several hyn” 


dred dollars. Others are sectarian and only 
those who have been for @ certain number 
of years members of the church with which 
the home is affiliated are taken in. 

There remains, of course, the poogouse.

“Angel of the Stockyards.” 


Miss- McDowell, adored by thousands as 
“the angel of the stockyards,” has a gift of 
sympathy and an ‘understanding of the’ trials 
of the poor which is so deep and convincing 
that when she utters a call for help from 
“back of the yards” it reachef into the 
midst of those who can give help. And help 
usually comes. 

Hence hardly a day passes but what an 
o'd’ woman from ‘the remotest part of the 
city finds her way to the settlement. The 
conductors on the Forty-seventh and Ash- 
land avenue car lines readily pick out these 
vid women who carry their burden to the 
settlement and so let them off at the right 
corner. The policeman there likewise is on 
the lookout and. points out to them the big 
brick building where the “ angel of the stock- 
yards” is to be found: | 

Some days the little waiting room of the 
settlement looks like an employment bureau. 
From three to half a dozen women are there 
waiting for jobs. It is a trying sight, but 
Miss McDowell mitigates it by turning it 
into a reception.. Coffee and occasionally 
even lunch is served. The addresses of the 
applicants are taken in a sort of “on second 
thought” manner. Their ‘“ qualifications,” 
likes, and dislikes are brought out in & 
friendly chat. Miss McDowell addresses 
each of these women as “mother.” They in 
turn call her “ daughter,” and confidential 
relations are established. 


* ; 
Just a Wee Bit of Temper. 


A little woman of 70 who has not a 
wrinkle in her face bends over close to Miss 
McDowell and whispers confidentially: 

“Yes, it was a nice place, the last one 
IT had. But I lost it just two weeks ago. I 


have a little bit of a temper, you see. But | 


I'll manage it in the future. I'll see that I 
hold my place now.” 

“T have a bit of a temper myself,” Miss 
McDowell tells the woman. And the woman, 
encouraged by the banter, continues: 

“T can give good references. But of course 
I also want to get wages for my work, not 
alone a home.” | ; 

That the woman had a little bit of a tem- 
per was evinced the next minute when Miss 
McDowell thought there might. be some dif- 
ficulty in finding a place where a woman in 
a grandmotherly position was wanted. The 
word ‘“poorhouse” escaped Miss McDow- 
ell’s lips. Instantly the woman was on her 
feet. 

“T will throw myself in the lake,” she 
groaned, “before I'll go to the poorhouse.” . 


* 


Qualifications for the Job. 

Calmed down, she then proceeded to give 
an account of her qualifications for the job 
of grandmother in a family. 

“J can do a bit of plain sewing, bit I 
cannot use the machine,” she confided. “The 
sewing machine came after my time and I 
have never learned to use it. I am afraid I 
am too old to learn now. But I can bake 
bread. Mrs. McCarker used to gay that I 
made the best bread of any one she knew.” 

A German woman who wanted a job with 
some family as a grandmother to the chil- 
dren also asked Miss McDowell to get her 
a place where she would get “some wages.” 
The woman was in the seventies but was 
still hale and hearty. She explained her re- 
quest for wages along with a home thus: 

“J want them to pay me something, be- 
cause I want to save for my funeral.” 

A look in the woman’s face showed that 
the fear of being buried in the potter's field 
never left her. There was also a sad deter 
mination in her eyes whith indicated that 
probably she would live long enough and 
save hard enough to have her supreme desire 
—to pay for her funeral and a little tomb- 
stone—fulfilled. , ae 

“They nearly kill me,” s#id Miss McDow- 
ell, speaking about these visits of the aged 
‘women who ask to be placed with private 
families in the capacities of grandmothers. 
“They are literally turning this place into 
an informal employment bureau. I would 
not mind if I could only place all of them. 


But it is the hardest thing in the world to 
find for them suitable and permanent homes. 


*x * 
All Want to be Grandmothers. 


‘They all want to be what you might term 
grandmothers. They want to take care of 
children and be useful about the house. But 
there does not seem to be much demand for 
just such services. The modern flat is not 
built to accommodate a grandmother, wheth- 
er real or adopted. 

“The tragedy of the aged women is the 
most excruciating of all. While children of 
the poor make your heart ache, there is al- 
ways an element of hope about even the 
poorest children.’ They represent the future. 
The aged homeless women, representing the 
past, simply shatter your faith in humanity. 
There can be no greater hell than the one 
which these people experience on earth. 

“Had some of our lawmakers been com- 
pelled for a month to hear daily. the story of 
at least one woman of 70 who is friendless, 
homeless, penniless, and who pleads for a 
chance to live, to be protected from rain and 
cold, to be taken care of in‘illness, and to 
be given the assurance that when she dies 
she will be given a decent burial, we would 
have had a pension for the aged in this coun- 
try the same as there is in Germany and in 


other countries in Europe. Our homes for 


the aged, too, would be less stringent in their 
requirements and would abolish their high 
entrance fees.” :

Questions for Society to Answer. 
Where do so many old women without 
any home ties, without kin or relative, come 


from? What sort of a life have they led to. . In.the last eight years she has been with . 
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be so utterly alone in the world in their of 
age? Whose fault is it? 

(Here is the story of one woman. Mrs. B. 
is her name. Mrs. B»came to Chicago from 
Irelahd when she was’ only 7 years old. 
That was in 1843. She married here. Her 
husband died after twenty-three years of 
married life, leaving her a widow of 43. 
Faithful to his memory, she®never married. 
They never had children, When she was 


young she never had any difficulty in finding 


‘a home for herself with some family. 
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a family where she has been acting as a 
grandmother to the children. But the: chil- 
dren have now grown up. The fortunes of 


the family have undergone considerable 


changes. The*home which that family lived 
in for years in Chicago was sold several 
months ago. ina few days the’ family will 


leave for the east. The heads of that par-.

Industry is directly responsible for the 
homelessness of another woman. Mrs. N. is 
her name. She is 69 years old. 

Mrs. N. has two sons and a daughter. Her 
daughter.is herself poor and is in no condi- 
tion to take care of the mother. Her sons 
never had the means to learn a trade. They 
fell in the class of casual laborers. They 
worked on the lakes in the s-ring and sum- 
mer. In the wiuter they worked in lumber 
camps. ' 

For a number of ‘years they wrote to their 
mother and visited her from time to time. 
Occasionally they sent her a few dollars. 
Then one stopped writing. The other son 
still kept on sending her missives two or 
three times a year. But for three years now 
the woman has not heard from either of her 
sons. They must have got too far away 
from Chicago, or perhaps one or both are 
dead, or poor, which is just as bad. At any 
rate the old woman is as lonely and helpless 
as ig she had never had any children. 

- Some of the homeless women have had one 
or two children, and, as it often happens, 
they died while young. The number of fam- 
ilies who are unable to save up anything for 


_old age is ever increasing. When the hus- 


band of such a childless family dies the 


‘woman is up against a cold, hard world with — 
nothing to offer save her services as a grand- . 
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THINK I fully demonstrated my theory of jthe effectivences of kind treatment of ani-

The old place in’ Seventeenth street was 
turnec over to one of the maids, who agreed 
to pay for the furniture and fixtures out of 
her earnings, and Miss Kingsbury set out to 
discover the place for her experiment.

Boarding House “Parlor” Abandoned. 


The boarding house “parlor” was abarw 
doned entirely, and the wide hallway was 
thrown into. the great parlor of the old house 
and transformed into a big, comfortable living 
room. Beyond that was the library, and at 
the rear of the house, opening by high French 
windows on to the remodeled ‘gallery porch, 
was built a dining room. Instead of seating 
the boarders all at one table, small tables wer» 
placed around the room, lighted by electricity 
from candle fixtures, and. in warm weather, 
the dinner at evening is served on the porch 
itself, overlooking the now transformed side 
garden.

Without telling anybody of his decision, the 
doctor, #pon returning from his calls each 
evening, wert to his study in the rear of the 
first floor, just off the dining room and checked 
up what his wife had done for the day.
